The Council of Architecture, a statutory body constituted under the Architects Act, 1972, deems it a pleasure 
to present the Annual Report and Audited Statement of Accounts for the financial year ended on 31.03.2009. 

Organisational Structure: 

President, Council of Architecture is head of the organization under whose overall charge the Council 
functions. Presently Prof. Vijay Shrikrishna Sohoni is the President of the Council of Architecture. 

Statutory and Other Committees: 

In order to carry out the objectives of the Act and Regulations framed thereunder, the Council constituted the 
statutory committees, namely, the Executive Committee, which functions as an Executive Authority of the 
Council, Disciplinary' Committee, which investigates the complaints and holds enquiries relating to 
professional misconduct of architects, Advisory Committee (Appeals), which hears the appeals of the 
applicants whose applications for registration are rejected. 

Meetings of the Council and its Committees: 

During the year under report, the Council met twice i.e. 51 st Meeting was held on 25 th July, 2008 at 
Kodaikanal, Tamilnadu and 52 nd Meeting was held on 23 rd January, 2009 at Alleppey, Kerala. 

The Executive Committee met four times i.e. 94 th Meeting on i 1 th April, 2008 at New Delhi, 95 th Meeting on 
16 th June, 2008 at Pune, 96 th Meeting on 3 rd October, 2008 at Bhopal, and 97 th Meeting on 22 nd January, 
2009, at New Delhi. 

The various decisions and actions taken by the Council during the year under report are summarized as 
under: 

1.0 APPOINTMENT OF AUDITORS FOR AUDITING BOOKS OF ACCOUNTS OF THE 
COUNCIL OF ARCHITECTURE FOR THE YEAR 2008-2009: 

The Council at its 51 st Meeting held on 25.07.2008, approved the appointment of M/s. Shailesh 
Aggarwal & Associates, Chartered Accountants, B-91, Ilnd Floor, Panchsheel Vihar, Sheikh Sarai 
Phase-I, New Delhi-110017, as an auditor for auditing books of accounts of the Council for the 
financial year 2008-2009.

4.0 MEETINGS OF THE DISCIPLINARY COMMITTEE : 

During the year under report, the Disciplinary Committee of the Council met thrice on 29.09.2008, 
30.09.2008 & 17.11.2008 to hear the complaints filed against architects for alleged professional 
misconduct as referred to it by the Council & upon hearing the complainants as well as the 
respondent architect submitted its report to the Council in respect of the 14 complaints, for 
appropriate action. 

5.0 REGISTRATION OF ARCHITECTS : 

The Council registers a person as an architect under Section 25 of the Act, who resides or carries on 
the profession of architecture in India and holds a recognized architectural qualification. 

During the year (1 st April, 2008 to 31 s1 March, 2009), the Council has registered 2227 persons as 
architects and with this as on 31 st March, 2009, a total of 44432 persons have been registered as 
architects with Council of Architecture. 

6.0 MUTUAL RECOGNITION AGREEMENT WITH BOARD OF ARCHITECTS SINGAPORE: 

The Government of India and Government of Singapore had signed a Comprehensive Economic 
Cooperation Agreement (CECA) with the aims and objects of enhancing economic and social 
benefits, improve living standards and ensure high and steady growth in real incomes in their

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respective territories through the expansion of trade and investment flows and making their 
respective rights, obligations and undertakings as developing country members of the World Trade 
Organization, and under other multilateral, regional and bilateral agreements and arrangements. 
Accordingly, the Ministry of Commerce & Industry is coordinating the task of forging Mutual 
Recognition Agreements (MRA) in various service sectors including Architecture. 

The President, Council of Architecture constituted a committee comprising of Shri Bharat Seth, as 
Convenor with Shri Vinay Parelkar and Shri Ambrish Gupta as members, for preparation of a draft 
MRA document on behalf of Council so that qualification and registration Indian Architects are 
recognized in Singapore and vice versa. The committee submitted its report and the same was 
placed in the 51 st meeting of the Council. The report of the Committee and the draft MRA document 
as prepared by the Committee was again place before the Council at its 52 nd . The Council approved 
the Draft M.R.A. document and authorized the President, COA, to undertake negotiations with the 
Board of Architects Singapore for forging a final MRA document, which could be then be submitted 
to respective governments for further action in the matter. 

7.0 DISCIPLINARY ACTION ON ARCHITECTS: 

Each and every architect is required to observe and abide by the provisions of the Architects 
(Professional Conduct) Regulations, 1989, as amended in 2003. The Act provides for taking action 
against an architect who is found guiity of professional misconduct upon investigation and after 
providing opportunity of being heard to the architect. 

During the year under report, the Council at its 51 st meeting considered Reports of Disciplinary 
Committee in respective 5 cases of professional misconduct against architects. Council also 
considered 9 fresh complaints and referred 5 cases to the Disciplinary Committee for detailed 
investigation and submitting its report. 

The Council at its 52 nd Meeting considered 6 fresh complaints for professional misconduct against 
architects and referred 3 cases to Disciplinary Committee for detailed investigation and submitting 
its report. The Council considered report of the Disciplinary Committee in respect of 14 complaint 
cases which were referred to it for investigation and submission of report. The Council also 
summoned 5 Architects to appear before it for personal hearing before making any order regarding 
their misconduct. 

8.0 OFFICE AUTOMATION & ONLINE PAYMENT GATEWAY. 

In order to make its working fully computerized, the Council has awarded the work of developing 
new r software for receiving online applications for registration of Architects, renewal, inspections 
reports, dispatch, etc. and maintaining proper database of the same. The website of the Council is 
also being designed and developed afresh and the new website will replace the existing one very 
soon. 

Further, the Council is in the process of acquiring online payment gateway for receiving payments 
online for registration as an architect, renewal of registration, and other payments, which facilitate 
instant payment of fees and reduce the wastage of time and money obtaining bank drafts & postal 
delivery, etc. 

9.0 APPROVAL OF NEW INSTITUTIONS IN THE ACADEMIC SESSION 2008 - 2009: 

During the year under report 7 New' institutions were granted approval to impart Bachelor of 
Architecture Courses. In the already existing institutions, 2 new B.Arch. degree courses, 6 new 
M.Arch. degree courses & 2 new Ph.D. in Architecture, were granted approval. With this, the total 
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number of institutions imparting recognized courses in architecture has risen to 133 in 2008-2009. 
The annual intake of students (approx.) Undergraduate (UG) level is 6359, Postgraduate (PG) level 
is 940 and at Ph.D is 20. 

10.0 EXTENSION OF APPROVAL FOR THE ACADEMIC SESSION 2008-2009 ONWARDS: 

Council of Architecture granted extension of approval or otherwise to 82 institutions for the 
academic session 2008-2009 as under: 

i) Institutions granted extension of approval for B.Arch. Course for 2008-2009 onwards with 
existing or higher intake:68. 

ii) Institutions granted extension of approval for M.Arch. Course for 2008-2009 onwards with 
existing or higher intake:27. 

iii) Institutions put on ‘No Admission’ for 2008-2009: 1. 

iv) Institutions put on ‘Withdrawal of recognition’ for 2008-2009: 1. 

The Council has also initiated the process of inspection for the academic session 2009-20010 of 
institutions, which are due for inspections. 

11.0 COUNCIL OF ARCHITECTURE (ARCHITECTURAL EDUCATION) REVISED 
MINIMUM STANDARDS, 2008. 

The Council as well as its Executive Committee has been prescribing the minimum standards of 
architectural education from time to time as empowered under Section 21 of the Architects Act, 
1972, for imparting recognized architectural qualifications in the country by architectural colleges/ 
institutions. Since the framing of 1983 Regulations, the Council has prescribed various standards and 
requirements for architectural institutions for maintenance of minimum standards of architectural 
education. 

In order to make all the minimum standards prescribed by the Council into one consolidated form a 
document titled as Council of Architecture Minimum Standards of Architectural Education 
(Consolidated in 2008) was prepared and placed before the Executive Committee at its 95 th meeting 
held on 16 th June, 2008. 

The Committee upon taking note of the fact that in the present scenario the requirements of 
architectural education and profession have changed and therefore a document meeting the latest 
requirements of education should be in place. Therefore, in these minimum standards there have 
been changes relating to syllabus, requirement of teachers, land and infrastructure based on 
technological advancement and information technology tools. 

This document not only includes the minimum standards of B.Arch. Courses but also includes 
admission guidelines and qualification and experience required of teachers in recognized 
Architectural institutions and all these have already been approved by the Council or Executive 
Committee at its earlier meetings. 

The Executive Committee approved the same for implementation and adoption by the Architectural 
Institutions in the country. 

12.0 NATIONAL INSTITUTE OF ADVANCED STUDIES IN ARCHITECTURE (NIASA): 

National Institute of Advanced Studies in Architecture, serving as the academic unit of Council of 
Architecture has been operating from the campus of CDSA (Centre for Development Studies and 
Activities). 
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The activities carried out by N)ASA during the year from 1 st April 2008 to 31 s1 March 2009-05-08 
were as under : 


A. Training Programmes : 

N1ASA conducted 14 training programmes for teachers and professional Architects during the last 
year. The programmes were attended by 162 participants representing 45 schools of architecture 
and 10 professional offices and institutes across the country.

The recommendations of the committee have been incorporated in NATA 2009.

13.0 ARCHITECTURAL COMPETITIONS: 

The Council is assisting a number of promoters for the conduct of the architectural design 
competitions, namely, Airports Authority of India, Chennai Port Trust, etc. for their projects in 
compliance with the architectural competitions guidelines prescribed by it. The guidelines and 
inputs required by the promoters and competitors from the Council in the conduct of the 
competitions were also made available as and when requests were received. 

14.0 COMPLAINTS FOR MISUSE OF TITLE AND STYLE OF ARCHITECT: 

The Council is vigorously pursuing the complaint cases filed in the Patiala House Court, New Delhi, 
against persons who have violated the provisions of the Architects Act, 1972 and misrepresented or 
misused the title and style of architect. 

15.0 PUBLICATIONS: 

The Council has been publishing a magazine titled “architecture - time space & people’'. This 
magazine is being sent free of cost, to the registered architects. It provides useful information about 
the activities of the Council and issues eoneeming architectural profession and latest technological 
advancements and innovations applied. The Council is printing and publishing this magazine w'ith 
assistance of M/s. Lifestyle Media, New Delhi. The Council has also started the process of 
publishing its Directory of Architects and Handbook of Professional Documents 2009. 

16.0 COUNCIL’S PROPOSALS PENDING WITH MINISTRY OF HUMAN RESOURCE 
DEVELOPMENT, GOVERNMENT OF INDIA FOR APPROVAL OF CENTRAL 
GOVERN EMNT: 

The Council is required under the provisions of the Architects Act, 1972, to refer certain matters for 
approval uf the Central Government. Accordingly, the proposals for Revision in Fees Structure for 
Registration & Renewal of Registration of Architects, Amendments to Council of Architecture 
(Minimum Standards of Architectural Education) Regulations, 1983, De-recognition of 
qualifications of various schools of architecture who are not imparting education as per the minimum 
standards of the Council were sent to the Ministry of Human Resource Development, Govt, of India. 
These have been pending for approval of the Central Government for a considerable time. The 
Council as per the decision taken in its 50 th Meeting held on 21.12.2007, also brought the matter to 
the notice of the Hon’blc Minister for Ministry of Human Resource Development, however, suitable 
action on the same are still awaited. 
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
